To  summarize  the  theme  of  education  as  present¬ 
ed  in  this  book  we  have  pictured  here  education 
of  the  past,  education  of  the  present,  and  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  future.  In  the  lower  left  hand  corner 
is  a  picture  of  a  school  which  only  a  few  will  re¬ 
member.  It  stood  at  the  site  of  the  present  build¬ 
ing  and  was  torn  down  in  1895.  Of  course  you 
recognize  the  picture  at  the  left  while  the  school 
below  is  rather  incomplete  as  yet.  In  fact,  if  you 
look  again  you  will  see  that  there  is  only  one  school 
which  is  entirely  finished. 
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The  student  realizes  early  that  his  education  de¬ 
pends  to  a  large  extent  upon  the  harmony  of  his 
relationship  with  his  teachers.  Responsibility  for 
such  relations  rests  with  both  the  directing  forces, 
comprised  by  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Facul¬ 
ty,  and  with  the  student.  But  the  greater  portion 
of  the  responsibility  is  taken  by  the  teachers;  it 
is  they  who  are  trained  in  the  methods  of  making 
the  relationship  such  that  the  pupil  becomes  inter¬ 
ested  in  learning  and  acquiring  an  education.  It 
is  they  in  whom  the  student  must  have  confidence 
when  he  needs  help  and  advice. 


Therefore,  a  good  corps  of  teachers  is  essential 
to  promote  student  interest  in  the  correct  attitudes 
to  take  toward  education  and  social  relationships.

Twelve  years  ago,  when  you,  the  graduating  class 
of  1939,  entered  the  first  grade,  America  was  en¬ 
joying  an  unparalleled  prosperity.  Automobile 
production  far  surpassed  previous  records;  car  load¬ 
ings  were  the  highest  since  the  World  War;  a 
home-building  boom  was  in  progress.  In  New  York, 
that  day  was  considered  lost  which  did  not  see  a 
new  record  established  for  stock  prices  and  volume 
of  trading.  A  high  school  or  college  graduate  had 
few  worries  about  securing  employment.  His  only 
problem  was  "which  of  the  various  available  jobs 
shall  I  take?" 

Then  came  the  stock  market  crash,  followed  by 
a  complete  collapse  of  our  banking  system.  Indus¬ 
trial  production  was  a  mere  shadow  of  its  former 
self.  Farm  prices  reached  rock  bottom.  It  was 
cheaper  to  burn  corn  than  to  buy  coal.  Unem¬ 
ployment  fell  to  dangerous,  almost  revolutionary 
proportions.  Bank  failures  reached  the  epidemic 
stage,  and  for  a  short  period  every  bank  in  the 
United  States  was  closed.  Desperation  and  terror 
were  plainly  written  on  the  countenances  of  the  un¬ 
employed,  while  those  who  had  jobs  lived  in  mortal 
fear  of  being  "laid  off."  Hunger,  malnutrition,  ex¬ 
posure,  worry,  and  fear  were  the  order  of  the  day 
and  "relief"  became  the  principal  function  of  the 
government. 

Gradually,  slowly,  the  wheels  of  industry  again 
began  to  turn.  Farm  prices  slowly  recovered  some 
of  their  previous  losses.  Relief  and  government 
employment  were  providing  a  marginal  existence 
for  the  unemployed.  By  1936  it  seemed  that  pros¬ 
perity  was  truly  "just  around  the  corner." 

Just  as  industrial  recovery  seemed  assured,  labor 


disputes  became  prominent.  The  "sit  down"  strike 
became  an  instrument  in  labor  policy.  Labor  was 
divided  against  itself,  with  rival  factions  "tying  up" 
key  industries.  Capital  and  management,  appalled 
by  the  potency  and  devastation  of  these  new  phe¬ 
nomena,  retrenched,  and  down  we  went  again,  not 
so  deep,  perhaps,  but  down. 

As  this  is  written,  I  sit  by  the  radio,  listening  to 
every  available  news  broadcast,  hoping  that  I  will 
not  hear  a  last-minute  bulletin  stating  that  a  gen¬ 
eral  war  has  broken  out  in  Europe,  a  war  in  which 
we  must  inevitably  become  involved. 

All  this  has  been  expensive.  The  cost  in  human 
resources  cannot  be  estimated.  The  cost  in  social 
progress  is  likewise  incalculable.  But  we  do  know 
that  the  national  debt  has  risen  to  a  dangerous 
"high"  of  thirty-nine  billion  dollars,  which  amounts 
to  three  hundred  dollars  for  every  person  living  in 
this  country.  And  we  assume  that  it  will  eventually 
be  paid. 

Yes,  we  have  made  a  mess  of  it!  While  you 
were  receiving  your  basic  education,  we,  who  have 
been  directing  the  various  affairs  of  our  country, 
have  given  you  a  kaleidoscopic  display  in  social, 
political,  and  economic  history  not  equalled  or  ap¬ 
proached  in  any  previous  American  era. 

In  a  few  short  years  all  this  becomes  your  worry 
and  responsibility.  The  fate  of  our  nation,  the  fate 
of  the  principle  of  Democracy,  perhaps  even  the 
fate  of  contemporary  civilization  depends  upon  how 
well  you  and  your  immediate  predecessors  and  suc¬ 
cessors  execute  this  responsibililty.  God  grant  that 
you  do  a  better  job  than  we  have  done.

We  want  the  mothers  to  know 
that  we  do  appreciate  their  fine  work. 

Twenty-three  members  of  the  High  School  Band  have  been  fortunate  enough  to 
be  able  to  participate  in  the  County  Band  which  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Lumbardy  of  Napoleon.
